001.01 Statutory Authority. Sections 79-1282 and 79-328(5)(j) of the

Revi sed Statutes of Nebraska (R R S.) provide the basis for the State Board
of Education to revoke or suspend any teacher, adm nistrator, or specia
services counseling certificate for just cause. Section 79-1283 R R S.

aut horizes the State Board of Education (Board) to request the Professiona
Practices Comni ssion (Conm ssion) to conduct hearings and nmake recomen-
dations concerning violations of standards of professional ethics and prac-
tices by holders of public school certificates. Section 79-1283 R R S.

al so aut horizes the Board to enploy hearing officers to conduct hearings
and nake recommendati ons regarding violations of a simlar nature by

hol ders of nonpublic school certificates.

001.02 Scope and Application of this Chapter. This chapter governs

i nvestigations and hearings involving conpl ai nts agai nst hol ders of
teaching, adm nistrative, or special services counseling certificates

i ssued pursuant to Title 92, Nebraska Admi nistrative Code (NAC), Chapter
21, for alleged violations of standards of professional ethics and prac-
tices applicable to such certificated individuals as contained in 92 NAC
27. This chapter is not applicable to noncertificated individuals noni-
toring instruction in exenpt schools under 92 NAC 13.

001.03 Related Regulations. Standards of professional practices and
ethics for holders of both public and nonpublic certificates are contained
in 92 NAC 27. Procedures for review of hearing reconmendations under this
chapter (for nonpublic school certificate holders) and under 95 NAC 1 (for
public school certificate holders), are contained in 92 NAC 29.

Regul ations for the issuance of public school and nonpublic school cer-
tificates are contained in 92 NAC 21. Procedures for the reinstatement of
a public school certificate are contained in 95 NAC 2. Procedures for the
reinstatement of a nonpublic school certificate are contained in 92 NAC 29.

Definitions. As used in this chapter

002.01 Admnistrator shall nean any hol der of a public or nonpublic cer-

tificate for admi nistration or supervision issued pursuant to 92 NAC 21

002. 02 Adnoni shnent shall mean a private sanction to a certificate hol der

that further unprofessional or unethical conduct nmay result in nore serious
action, including the suspension or revocation of a certificate. This
sanction nay be inposed by the Comm ssioner, Comm ssion, or Board.

002.03 Board shall nmean the State Board of Education
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002.04 Certificated person shall mean any holder of a certificate issued
pursuant to 92 NAC 21.

002.05 Commi ssion shall mean the Nebraska Professional Practices
Comni ssi on.

002.06 Commi ssioner shall mean the Nebraska State Conm ssioner of

Educati on.

002.07 Conpl ai nant shall nean any individual (s) or organization(s) filing
a conplaint with the Comm ssi oner.

002. 08 Departnent shall nean the Nebraska State Departnment of Education
which is conprised of the Board and the Conmi ssi oner

002.09 Petitioner shall nean the Commi ssi oner

002.10 Reprimand shall mean a public sanction criticizing or rebuking a
certificate holder for unprofessional or unethical conduct. This sanction
may be inposed by the Comm ssioner, Comission, or Board.

002. 11 Respondent shall nean any individual (s) who shall be charged in a
conplaint or petition with allegedly violating standards of professiona
ethics or practices as contained in 92 NAC 27.

002. 12 Revocation shall nean a public sanction wi thdrawi ng or canceling a
certificate holder's certificate for a certain period of tine. At the
expiration of the revocation period, the former certificate hol der nay
apply for reinstatement in accordance with 92 NAC 29. This sanction nay be
i nposed by the Board.

002.13 Special services counselor shall mean any person hol ding a public
or nonpublic special services counseling certificate issued pursuant to
92 NAC 21.

002.14 Suspension shall mean a public sanction w thdrawing or canceling a
certificate holder's certificate for a certain period of tinme. The cer-
tificate is automatically reinstated at the expiration of the suspension
period if it has not expired during the period of suspension. This sanc-
tion may be inmposed by the Board.

002. 15 Teacher shall nean any hol der of a public or nonpublic certificate
for teaching issued pursuant to 92 NAC 21

Compl ai nts and | nvestigations for Holders of Public or Nonpublic Schoo

Certificates

003.01 Conplaint Procedures. Anyone having an interest in, or information
about, an alleged violation of professional practices standards relating to
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public or nonpublic certificate holders, as contained in 92 NAC 27, nmay
file a signed, witten conplaint with the Commi ssioner. The conpl ai nant
shall use the form prescribed by the Board, a sanple of which is included
as Appendi x A

003.02 Contents of Conplaint. The conplaint shall contain the follow ng
i nformation:

003. 02A The full nane, address, and tel ephone nunber of the
conpl ai nant;

003.02B The full nane, address, and tel ephone nunber, if known, of
t he respondent;

003.02C A concise statement of the facts which the conpl ai nant
bel i eves constitute a violation of professional ethics and practices;
and

003.02D The full names, addresses, and tel ephone nunbers of any wit-
nesses able to testify as to the facts all eged.

003.03 Distribution of Conplaint. Wthin fifteen (15) days of the filing
of a conplaint, the Conmissioner shall serve a copy of the conplaint on the
certificated person by certified mail, return recei pt requested to the [ ast
known address of the person. |f service cannot be completed in this
manner, it may be acconplished in accordance with state | aw regardi ng ser-
vi ce of summons.

003.04 Response to Conplaint. The certificated person may, within fifteen
(15) days of receipt of the conplaint, request in witing the opportunity
to informally present a position or defense respecting the allegations in
the conplaint. This position or defense may be subnmitted in witing, but a
personal conference with an investigator assigned by the Conmm ssioner nay
be had as a matter of right if the witten request is made within fifteen
(15) days of the receipt of the conplaint.

003.05 Evaluation and Investigation. Upon receipt of a conplaint, the
Conmi ssi oner or his or her designee shall evaluate the conplaint to deter-
mne if the facts alleged are sufficient to constitute a violation of 92
NAC 27. At his or her discretion, the Comri ssioner may assign an investi -
gator to evaluate the conplaint and nmay cause an investigation to be made
into the circunstances surroundi ng the conplaint.

003.05A It shall be the obligation and responsibility of the investi-
gator to prepare a report for the consideration of the Conmi ssioner
whi ch report shall contain a position or defense of the respondent, if
any; discuss jurisdiction; and set forth any |legal argunments and
authorities that appear applicable to the case. The report shal
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i nclude a recommendati on as to whether there exists legally sufficient
grounds for further proceedings and a recommendati on of one of the
followi ng: disnissal, further inquiry, adnmonishnent or reprinmand, or
the filing of a petition.

003.05B If the conplaint alleges violations of the standards of com
pet ent professional perfornmance, then professional reviewers appointed
by the Commi ssioner may review the professional perfornmance of the
respondent and form opinions of the quality of professional service
rendered. |If a petition is later filed with the Comm ssion or the
Board, such reviewers may relate such opinions by sworn testinony in
any hearing where professional conpetency is in issue, provided that
such reviewers shall qualify as expert witnesses before the hearing

of ficer or Comm ssion. Such testinony shall be based on the standards
of competent professional performance as set forth in 92 NAC 27.

003. 05C Exceptions to Report. The respondent shall be mailed a copy
of the investigator's report and shall be given twelve (12) days from
the date of the mailing of the report to file exceptions with the
investigator. At the expiration of said tine linit, the investigator
shall file with the Conmi ssioner a report in accordance with the pro-
vi sions of section 003.05A of this chapter along with the respon-
dent's exceptions, if any.

003.06 Action by the Conmi ssioner. Follow ng the evaluation and investi -

gation, if any, of the conplaint, the Commi ssioner shall take one of the
foll owi ng acti ons:

003.06A Disniss the Conplaint. Such dismissal may be acconpani ed by
an admoni shrrent or reprimand to the certificate holder, or other
action the Conm ssioner deens appropriate, without a hearing, if the
Conmi ssi oner determines that:

003.06A1 The alleged violation is not serious enough to warrant
suspensi on or revocation;

003.06A2 No public interest would be served by a formal hearing;
and

003.06A3 The certificate holder gives witten acceptance of or
agreenment to the adnmoni shnent, reprinmand, or other action

003.06B File a petition pursuant to section 004.

003.07 Informal Disposition. The Conmissioner may enter into a stipula-

tion,

settl enent agreenent, or other agreenent to resolve any conplaint or

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petition. Al agreenents to revoke or suspend a Nebraska school cer-
tificate shall be approved by the Board. Any nodification of the sanction
to be inmposed by any approval authority shall void the agreemnent.

003.07A In public school certificate holder cases, all agreenents

i mposi ng any revocation or suspension sanction shall be reviewed by
t he Conmi ssion and a reconmendati on made to the Board, if a petition
has been filed with the Commi ssion

003.07B In nonpublic school certificate cases, the Conmi ssioner may
enter any agreenent inposing sanctions, other than revocation and
suspensi on, w thout further approval at any tine.

003.08 Voluntary Surrender of Certificate(s). A Nebraska school cer-
tificate holder may voluntarily surrender his or her certificate(s). Any
such voluntary surrender shall be treated as an indefinite revocation for
purposes of publicity and reinstatenent. The voluntary surrender of a per-
son's certificate at any tine after a report or conplaint has been nmade
shall not prohibit the filing of such conplaint or a petition unless:

003.08A The certificate holder knowingly admits in witing the truth
of such conplaint or petition and waives all proceedi ngs agai nst him
or her in connection therewith, and

003.08B Agrees to stipulated reprimnd or other action deened
appropri ate.

003.09 Dismissal. Any dismissal of a conplaint in accordance with 003. 06A
shall be deenmed to be a final resolution of the matter and is not subject
to appeal to either the Professional Practices Conm ssion or the Board.

003.10 Notification. The Conmissioner shall notify the respondent of the
Conmi ssi oner' s deci sion

Petitions

004.01 Petitions by Conmi ssioner. A petition nay be filed by the

Conmi ssioner if he or she deternmines, as a result of a conplaint, investi-
gation, or as a result of information that he or she receives independent
of a conplaint or investigation, that:

004. 01A The Board has jurisdiction over the parties and subject mat-
ter; and

004.01B The alleged violation is serious enough to warrant suspension
or revocation of respondent's certificate; or

004.01C The public interest would be served by a formal hearing; or
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004. 01D Respondent does not accept an adnoni shment or reprimand.

004.02 Filing of the Petition. Each petition filed shall be based upon

t he standards of conduct applicable to the type of certificate (public or
nonpublic) held at the time of the all eged unethical or unprofessional con-
duct regardl ess of the type of certificate held at the tine of the filing
of the petition. The petition shall be filed either with the State Board
or Professional Practices Conmission, as detailed in 004.03 and 004. 04,
dependi ng upon the type of certificate held at the time of the filing of
the petition. The change of a certificate frompublic to nonpublic or vice
versa, at any tine after the filing of a petition, shall not affect the
jurisdiction of that proceeding.

004.03 Petitions Against Holders of Public School Certificates. The
Conmi ssioner may file a petition against a holder of a Nebraska public
school certificate with the Comm ssion

004.03A The formof the petition shall be in accordance with 95
NAC 1.

004.03B Upon the filing of a petition with the Conm ssion, the proce-
dures, rules, and regulations of 95 NAC 1 shall be followed in al
contested cases.

004.04 Petitions Agai nst Hol ders of Nonpublic School Certificates. The
Conmi ssioner may file a petition against a holder of a Nebraska nonpublic
school certificate with the Board. The form of such petition shall be in
witing and shall contain the follow ng information

004. 04A The venue shown as: "BEFORE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATI ON';

004.04B A headi ng captioned "(Nane), COW SSI ONER OF EDUCATI ON
Petitioner";

004.04C The full nane, address, tel ephone nunber, and social security
nunber, if known, of the respondent;

004. 04D The type, rank, level, endorsenments, and expiration dates of
certificate(s) held by respondent;

004.04E The nane of the school or school district currently enploying
t he respondent;

004.04F A concise statement of facts which the Conmi ssioner believes
constitute a violation of professional ethics and practices;

004.04G The provision(s) of statute or rule which are alleged to have
been vi ol at ed.
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004.05 Notice to File Answer. Upon the filing of a petition, the
Conmi ssi oner shall send the respondent by certified mail, return receipt
requested, a copy of the petition and a notice that the respondent has the
right to submit an answer within twenty-one (21) days after the receipt of
the notice. Mailing by certified mail of any notice required under this
chapter shall be to respondent's |ast known address. 1In the event the
respondent fails to respond to the petition by delivering or posting by
certified mail an answer within twenty-one (21) days, respondent's failure
shal | be considered as a waiver of his or her right to a hearing and shal
be cause for holding respondent in default, and a default order may there-
fore be rendered and a recommendati on made to the State Board of Education
for determ nation upon the record without any further notice to respondent.

004.06 Answer. The respondent may file an answer to the petition. A

sanmpl e answer is included in Appendix Cto this chapter. It shall show
the venue as "Before the State Board of Education, State of Nebraska" and
shal | be captioned "Answer." The answer shall contain the follow ng infor-
mat i on:

004.06A The nane and address of the respondent.

004.06B Specific statenments regarding any and all allegations in the
petition, which shall be in the formof adnissions, denials, explana-
tory remarks, or statenents of mitigating circunmstances; and any addi -
tional facts or information the respondent deens rel evant and which
may be of assistance in the ultimate deternination of the case.

004.07 Format for Filings. Al answers, notions, or other pleadings

filed in cases arising under this chapter shall be typewitten on 81/2 x 11
i nch white three-hol e punched paper and shall be acconpani ed by an origi na
plus two copies. Al documents shall contain the title of the proceeding,
the case nunber, the name, address, telephone nunber, and signature of the
person filing the docunment, and the name of the party on whose behal f the
document is filed.

004.08 Filing Location and Service. Al filings with the Board or the
Conmi ssi oner shall be nade with the Ofice of the Conm ssioner of
Educati on; Nebraska State Departnment of Education; 301 Centennial Mal
Sout h, 6th Floor; P. O Box 94933; Lincoln, Nebraska 68509. Wenever any
party files a docunent, they shall sinmultaneously serve copies on the other
party(ies). Any docunents filed shall contain a certificate attesting to
its service by mail, personal delivery, or otherwi se. Service by mai

shal | be deemed conpl eted upon mailing, except as otherw se provided in
this chapter.

004.09 Filing Deadlines. When the filing of a pleading or any act
required to be done on or before a given date falls on a Saturday, Sunday,
or legal holiday on which the Ofice of the Conmissioner is closed, the
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pl eadi ng or act need not be filed or done until the next succeedi ng worKking
day that the Ofice of the Conm ssioner is open for the transaction of
business. Al time linmits referred to in this chapter shall mean cal endar
days.

Hear i ngs

Qutlined in 95 NAC 1-004 are the procedures for hearings before the Conmi ssion
in cases involving holders of public school certificates. Procedures for
hearings on petitions involving nonpublic school certificate holders are as
fol | ows:

005.01 Appointnent of Hearing Officer. |If the petition neets the proce
dural requirements of this chapter, the Board shall appoint an independent
hearing officer, who shall not be a regular enpl oyee of the Departnment, to
conduct the hearing and to submit findings of fact, conclusions of I|aw,
and a recomrended decision to the Board.

005.02 Setting of Hearings. The hearing officer shall set the tine and

pl ace for any hearing, which shall be at |east seven days after the
deadline for the filing of answers, unless agreement to set an earlier tinme
is stipulated by petitioner and respondent.

005.03 Consolidation. The hearing officer may order two or nore petitions
that are legally or factually related to be heard together on a con-
solidated record, unless any party nakes a showing, sufficient to satisfy
the hearing officer, that it would be prejudiced thereby.

005.04 Prehearing Conference. |If the respondent in his or her answer
requests a prehearing conference, the hearing officer shall hold a pre-
hearing conference with the parties. The prehearing conference may be held
in person or by tel ephone. A telephonic prehearing conference may be used
at the discretion of the hearing officer. The conference shall be for the
pur pose of, but not [inmted to, the following: sinplifying the issues,
anmendi ng the petition or answer, stipulating to the facts, stipulating to
a proposed settlenent, submi ssion of witness and exhibit lists, iden-
tification of exhibits, application for subpoenas, and requests for dis-
covery orders. The hearing officer may hold a prehearing conference upon
request of the petitioner or upon his or her own notion if in his or her

di scretion he or she determines that a prehearing conference is needed.

005.05 Location. The hearing shall be held in Lincoln, Lancaster County,
Nebr aska, unless, upon joint application and showi ng by the parties that
anot her | ocation would be nore convenient to the parties and witnesses, or
upon such independent determination by the hearing officer, the hearing

of ficer may set the hearing outside Lincoln.

005.06 dosed Hearing. Upon specific request of the respondent or
petitioner to hold a closed hearing, the hearing officer may hold a cl osed
hearing to prevent the needless injury to any individual
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005.07 Conduct of Hearings. At the time of hearing:

005. 07A The hearing officer designated by the Board to preside at a
hearing shall open and cl ose the proceedi ngs, and take appearances.
The hearing officer shall rule on notions, objections, and matters of
evi dence.

005. 07B Reasonabl e opportunity shall be afforded all parties to
present evidence and argument. The hearing officer nay set reasonable
time limts on presentations and argunents.

005.07C Failure of the petitioner or his or her representative, to
appear at the time and place set for hearing, unless otherw se all owed
by the hearing officer for good cause shown, shall be deened suf-
ficient grounds for the hearing officer to recommend disnmissal of the
petition.

005.07D Informal procedures governing the conduct of hearings shal
be subject to the discretion and the direction of the hearing officer
at the time of such hearings, unless otherw se specified in this
chapter.

005.08 Appearances. Any individual may appear on his or her own behal f

before the hearing officer; however, an individual nay appear on behal f of
anot her in any proceeding before the hearing officer only if:

005.08A He or she is admitted to practice | aw before the Nebraska
Suprene Court, or

005.08B He or she is admitted to practice |aw before the Suprene
Court of any state and is acconpani ed by a person adnmitted to practice
| aw before the Nebraska Suprene Court.

005.09 Briefs. Submission of briefs nay be required by the hearing
officer. If required, the time in which briefs shall be filed will be
fixed by the hearing officer at the close of the hearing.

005.10 Record of Proceedings. The hearing officer will ensure that an

el ectronic recording of the hearing shall be nmade or may have the hearing
transcri bed by a court reporting service. The cost of obtaining verbatim
transcripts froma court reporting service shall be paid directly to such
service by the parties requesting the transcripts.

Evi dence

006.01 General Provisions. As provided in Section 84-914 RR S., the
hearing officer may adnmit and give probative effect to evidence which
possesses probative val ue conmonly accepted by reasonably prudent nmen and
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worren in the conduct of their affairs. He or she shall give effect to the
rules of privilege recognized by law. He or she may exclude incompetent,
irrelevant, immaterial, and unduly repetitious evidence. The hearing shal
be conducted pursuant to the rules of evidence applicable to the district
courts, unless nutually waived by the parties.

006. 02 Subpoenas, Discovery, and Wtnesses. As provided in Section
84-914 R R S., the hearing officer may adni ni ster oaths, issue subpoenas,
conpel the attendance of witnesses, and the production of any papers,
books, accounts, docunents, and testinony, and cause the depositions of
Wi tnesses residing either within or without the state to be taken in the
manner prescribed by |aw for taking depositions in civil actions in the
district court.

006. 02A Subpoenas. The use of subpeonas in proceedi ngs before the
hearing officer is governed by statutory procedures for issuance of
subpoenas by district courts in Nebraska except as hereinafter pro-
vi ded.

006. 02A1 A subpoena requiring the attendance of a witness nmay be
i ssued by the hearing officer, upon witten application of any
party.

006. 02A2 Subpoenas for the production of accounts, books, docu-
nments, or papers, will be issued by the hearing officer only upon
witten application by a party stating specifically which
accounts, books, docunents, or papers are required and the facts
expected to be proved thereby. All parties directed to produce
accounts, books, documents, or papers shall furnish and deliver
the sane at the time and place specified in the subpoena.

006. 02A3 A subpoena issued pursuant to this rule may be served
in any manner permitted by |aw, which shall include service by
regi stered or certified mail, return receipt requested, sent not
| ess than six days prior to hearing.

006.02A4 In the case of disobedience to a subpoena, the hearing
of ficer may invoke the aid of any court of this state in
requiring the attendance and testinony of w tnesses and the pro-
ducti on of accounts, books, documents, or papers.

006. 02A5 Charges for serving a subpoena by mail are to be paid
prior to the issuance of the subpoena by the party at whose

i nstance the subpoena is issued. Arrangenents for personal ser-
vice, if desired by a party, are to be made by the party re-
qguesting such service and they shall be responsible for paying
any costs for such service prior to the hearing date

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006.02B Wtness Fee. Any wi tness who is summoned and who responds
thereto is entitled to the sane fee as is paid for like service in the
district courts of Nebraska. Applications nmade pursuant to this chap-
ter for the attendance of a witness shall be acconpanied by a certi -
fied check, payable to the order of the w tness, and equal in anpunt
to the witness's statutory traveling fee and a fee for one day's
attendance at the hearing. Said certified check shall be tendered to
the witness when the subpoena is served upon himor her. Additiona
fees due the witness, if any, shall be paid at the close of the
hearing by the party at whose instance the witness is sumoned. In
addition, Section 25-1228 R R S. shall govern subpoenas issued at the
request of any agency of state government.

006. 02C Discovery. The use of discovery in cases arising under this
chapter is governed by the rules promul gated by the Nebraska Suprene
Court for discovery in the district courts of Nebraska.

006.03 Ofer of Evidence. Al evidence shall be offered and nade a part
of the record in the case. No other factual infornmation or evidence shal
be considered in the determination of the case. Docunentary evidence may
be received in the formof copies or excerpts or by incorporation by

ref erence.

006.04 Cross-Exam nation. Every party shall have the right of cross-
exam nation of w tnesses who testify and shall have the right to submt
rebuttal evidence. The hearing officer may linit cross-exam nation by
mul tiple parties having simlar interests.

006.05 Oficial Notice. The hearing officer nmay take notice of judicially
cogni zabl e fact and in addition may take notice of general, technical, or
scientific facts within his or her specialized know edge. Parties shall be
notified either before or during the hearing, or by reference in prelim-
nary reports or otherwi se, of the materials so noticed. They shall be

af forded an opportunity to contest the facts so noticed. The hearing
officer may utilize his or her experience, technical conpetence, and spe-
cialized know edge in the evaluation of the evidence presented.

006.06 Copies of Evidence. Al docunmentary evidence to be offered at a
hearing shall be acconpani ed by sufficient copies for all parties, unless
wai ved by the hearing officer.

006.07 Stipulations. Parties to any proceedi ng may agree upon any facts,
either by witten stipulation entered into the record as an exhibit, or by
oral agreement stated on the record; provided, that the hearing officer
shall not be irrevocably bound by such stipulation

006.08 Filing and Serving Exhibits Prior to Hearing. |In any proceeding
where detailed or conplicated exhibits are to be used, the hearing officer

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may require any party to file and serve copies of such exhibits or other
necessary information within a specified time in advance of the hearing in
order to enable the other party and the hearing officer to study sane and
prepare cross-examnation with references thereto.

007 Disposition of Cases

007.01 Reconmendation to the Board. In the absence of an infornmal dispo-
sition, the hearing officer shall prepare an official record for subm ssion
to the Board, which shall include the pleadings, testinony transcript, and

exhibits fromthe hearing. The hearing officer shall also subnmt his or
her recomrendation as to the disposition of the case and a recomrended set
of findings of fact and conclusions of |aw and provide a copy of the recom
nendations to the parties.

007.02 Final Action by the Board. Procedures for the final review of the
case by the Board are contained in 92 NAC 29.
